BUSINESS 

The  Executive  Secretary  made  the  following  report: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  questioned  the  Art  Commission  regarding  the 
disposition  of  a  few  pieces  of  sculpture  executed  by  Benny  Oufano  which  are 
stored  at  the  North  Beach  Sewage  Treatment  Plant.  These  works,  while  apparently 
the  property  of  the  City,  wore  never  in  the  custody  of  the  Art  Commission. 

The  question  points  to  the  existence  of  a  problem  that  requires  clarification. 
V.'hich  City  Agency  is  the  custodian,  or  is  responsible  for  monuments  and  works  of 
I  art?  Examples  of  this  lac!;  of,  or  at  least  cloudy  authority  can  be  cited  in 
a  number  of  cases. 

The  Art  Commission  has  purchased  works  of  art  for  the  Hall  of  Justice,  with  Hall 
of  Justice  bond  issue  money  -  who  is  now  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
care  of  the  works? 

A  tetter  was  addressed  to  the  Recreation  Parle  Department  on  December  8,  1967 
requesting  that  a  pedestal  be  placed  under  the  statue  of  John  McLaren,   l.'ho 
shall  budget  the  expense  involved?  V.'hat  if  the  Recreation- Park  Department 
refuses  to  request  the  funds? 

Again,  there  are  many  monuments  scattered  through  the  various  parks.   If  damage 
occurs,  the  Recreation  Par!:  Department  must  request  funds  for  their  repair,  or 
may  even  choose  to  ignore  it.   In  other  words  -  the  care  and  concern  for  works 
of  art  has,  in  practice,  been  a  departmental  matter  spread  among  the  various 
city  agencies  and  their  custody  often  reflects  either  a  lack  of  knowledge  or  a 
lac!;  of  concern  for  an  area  outside  their  competence. 

A  gap  or  omission  in  the  City's  administration  of  an  effective  art  program 
obviously  exists. 

The  charter  grants  the  Art  Commission  certain  powers  -  to  supervise  and  control 
the  expenditure  of  funds  for  art  and  music  and  to  approve  the  location  or 
\    relocation  of  works  of  art.  Ho  phrase  therein  can  be  construed  as  appointing 
I  the  Art  Commission  to  be  the  responsible  agent  for  the  care  or  maintenance  of 
public  works  of  art. 
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^Executive  Secretary's  report  -  continued) 

Section  ^6  does  say,  however,  that  the  Art  Commission  can  function  in 
prescribed  areas,  either  by  ordinance  or  executive  order. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Art  Commission  pass  a  resolution  requesting  the 
City  Attorney  to  prepare  an  ordinance  specifying  that  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  public  monuments  and  works  of  art  are  within  the  province  of  the  Art  Commission, 
and  its  responsibility;  that  an  inventory  be  maintained  of  public  works  of  art 
and  the  Art  Commission  shall  exercise  supervision  and  care  of  such  works  - 
irrespective  of  which  Department  has  nominal  custody.  When  required,  budgeted 
funds  for  the  maintenance  and  supervision  thereof  shall  be  initiated  by  the  Art 
Commission  and  included  in  its  annual  budget.

The  Executive  Secretory  read  the  following  report 
from  the  Civic  Chorale  Conductor. 

REPORT  ON  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  CHORALE  SEASON,  OCTOBER  1st,  1 968. 

1.  I  am  excited  at  the  response  to  the  newly  expanded  choral  program. 
Results  of  the  opening  membership  drive  in  the  neighborhoods  are  encoura- 
ging and  numbers  are  growing  each  w,eek.   Membership  will  remain  open 
during  October.   Although  no  auditions  are  required  the  musical  quality 
is  good.  Several  young  members  from  Orinda  and  Berkeley  suggested  that 
notices  be  sent  to  newspapers  in  their  areas.   This  we  have  done.   Expan- 
sion of  the  Chorale  itself  to  the  East  Bay  might  be  considered  another 
season,  also  a  children's  chorus  and  a  young  people's  choir  in  San  Fran- 
cisco if  inquiries  persist. 

2.  Auditions  for  the  new  special  chorus  of  fluent  s i ght- readers  proved 
to  be  greatly  successful.   I  had  hoped  for  perhaps  20  -  25  candidates  and 
was  able  to  accept  hi.      Another  19  who  tried  out  but  could  not  qualify 
yet  have  joined  the  neighborhood  groups.   We  need  a  title  for  this  group, 
which  will  often  perform  ^lone  since  its  members  can  learn  a  much  larger 
repertoire  th->n  the  neighborhood  choirs  at  present.   "All-C'ty"  has  been 
suggested  but  rejected  by  the  members  because  of  the  High  School  sound. 

"A  Cappella"  is  in-.ccurate  and  it  is  probably  too  lorge  a  group  for  "Cham- 
ber Chorus".   Until  we  find  an  appropriate  n~me  I  shall  call  it  the  "Monday 
Group"  -  (and  the  neighborhood  associate  conductors  are  referring  to  it 
as  the  "Super  Choir"  I  am  afraid). 

3.  Our  sight-reading  training  progr-m  begins  this  month  for  the  neigh- 
borhood choirs  with  materials  provided  free  by  the  Shawnee  Press.   Local 
teacher  Joseph  Cur^tilo  lent  us  his  new  method  last  season  for  experimen- 
tation and  it  is  now  accepted  for  publication  next  year.

FOUNTAIN  SCULPTURE 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  Phase  III  of  plans  for 
Embarcadero  Plaza  -  Grand  Fountain  Sculpture. 

The  following  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Harold  Zellerbach  from  Commissioner 
Esherick  was  read  before  the  Commission: 

Dear  President  Zellerbach:   It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Embarcadero  Plaza 
Water  Sculpture  will  be  presented  to  the  Art  Commission  it  its  h   November 
meeting.   I  regret  that  I  will  be  out  of  town  and  unable  to  attend  because  I 
believe  this  is  an  exciting  ind  dynamic  work  that  should  receive  the  Com- 
mission's approval.   Were  a  proxy  vote  possible  I  would  offer  my  vote  for 
unqualified  approval.

We  have,  in  this  case,  encouraged  the  designers  and  the  sculptor  to  proceed 
with  their  respective  parts  of  the  project  by  twice  giving  approvals  at  earlier 
stages.   While  there  have  been  changes  in  the  work  (all,  to  my  mind  to  the 
good)  what  is  now  submitted  is  consistent  with  earlier  submittals  we  have 
approved. 

Thus  at  issue  are  not  merely  the  merit  of  the  work,  which  warrants  enthusias- 
tic approval,  but  the  Art  Commission's  credibility  and  the  value  of  its 
contracts,  for  we  have,  in  effect,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  designers, 
the  sculptor,  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency.   Sincerely,  Joseph 
Esherick,  Art  Commissioner. 

Commissioner  Asawa  made  the  following  statement: 

"Good  simple  words  are  the  best  words.   I  want  to  make  a  direct  and  unadorned 
statement  about  this  project.   I  feel  sorry  to  say  what  I  must  say  because  it 
seems  so  late.   But,  I  im  not  sorry  to  say  it  because  tardiness,  unfortunately, 
is  so  much  a  part  of  the  problem  we  have  before  us. 

'This  fountain  is  conceived  as  a  distraction  from  another  i 1 1 -concei ved  monument, 
the  Embarcadero  Freeway,  which  San  Francisco  regretfully  accepted  in  haste  and 
now  rues  -  only  too  tardily.   Indeed  its  construction  led  to  a  national  rebellion 
on  the  imposition  of  freeways  and  a  resolution  of  our  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
a  statement  of  Mayor  Alioto  now  demands  its  removal. 

"When  this  public  policy  is  carried  out  -  and  eventually  it  will  -  what  will 
this  fountain  then  relate  to  ...  to  the  Bay?  ...  to  the  Ferry  Building?'1 

"The  paramount  weakness  of  the  sculptor's  concept  lies  in  its  very  attempt  to 
distract  from  the  freeway.   In  the  attempt  to  provide  a  disguise  and  diversion 
from  the  freeway,  the  goal  of  the  fountain  as  a  work  of  art  was  lost  and  with 
its  loss,  we  have  sacrificed  the  great  opportunity  of  creating  a  grand  termin- 
ation for  Market  Street. 

"Why  should  we  spend  public  money  to  make  the  handiwork  of  the  State  Division 
of  Highways  palatable?   If  this  same  freeway,  which  we  are   disguising,  could 
be  made  (and  it  could)  to  cascade  20,000  gallons  of  water  per  minute,  it  cer- 
tainly would  be  a  "strong  statement"  (which  architects  seem  to  desire)  ind  would 
save  us  the  money  to  tear  it  down.   I  am  sorry  to  give  the  St-te  Division  of 
Highways  this  idea  for  converting  their  freeway,  leading  nowhere,  into  a  full- 
fledged  aqunduct,  but  essentially  what  the  sculpture  represents  is  this  idea  in 
a  more  complicated  form. 

"Until  now  the  public,  which  I  represent,  has  not  seen  this  version  of  what  it 
is  buying  to  decorate  San  Francisco's  doorstep.   I,  for  one,  am  not  willing  to 
rerm  i n  silent  while  we  play  the  old  game  of  the  emperor's  new  clothes  on  the 
unsuspecting  people  of  this  city,  who  are  depending  upon  this  commission  to 
lift  them  from  the  madiocrity  of  institutional  art  and  culture  and  from  the 
negative  standards  by  which  this  fountain  was  designed.   $2U  million,  which  we 
are  spending  to  make  Market  Street  our  Champs   Elysees,  demands  a  more  inspired, 
a  more  human,  i  more  lovable  culmination.   Other  than  us,  who  of  the  public 
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Commissioner  Asawa's  Statement  (Cont'd) 

knows  what  we  have  in  mind  for  them?  We  have  seen  Civic  Center's  graceless  (in 
all  fairness,  uncompleted)  water  works  bombed,  the  fountains  in  front  of  the 
new  Federal  Building  inoperative  because  of  our  natural  wind,  and  we  are 
currently  trying  to  humanize  the  Mussol i ni - 1 i ke  modern  Hall  of  Justice. 

"In  other  words,  our  initial  failure  has  brought  us  corrective  surgery  after 
corrective  surgery. 

"The  basic  problem  is  this  --  must  we  continue  on  a  particular  course  of  action 
simply  because  of  our  initial  investment  of  money?  This  always  seems  to  be 
the  problem,  but  the  fact  is  that  corrective  measures  are   always  more  expensive 
and  never  as  satisfactory. 

"Only  a  fool  does  not  learn  from  past  experiences  and  as  long  as  we  insist  upon 
going  through  with  our  errors,  then  the  city  is  doomed  to  mediocrity.   Do  we 
have  the  right  to  promote  more  of  this  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street?

"In  view  of  this  fact,  I  see  no  reason  to  penalize  either  the  developer  or  the 
Chinese  children  and  their  elders  who  use  this  pirk  by  requiring  the  developer 
to  build  this  bridge.   The  loss  of  the  morning  sun  on  the  park  because  of  the 
height  of  the  building  is  bad  enough  without  the  encroachment  on  the  park  itself.
